The scheme has an especial ap- 
peal to Pan-American interests, for 
it’s into the various territories of 
our southern neighbors that Nazi- 
land is sure to direct its first and 


most energetic commercial drive if | 


it completes its European  con- 
quests or arrives at a satisfactory 
(to itself) negotiated peace. 

In fact, it already is proposed 
that, in connection with Bernard 
PBaruch’s plan (and maybe as its 
main item); an All-American Trad- 
ing corporation will be vitally nec- 
essary to handle business transac- 
tions of every sort between our 
western hemispherical republics 
and also between them and the rest 
of the world. The argument is that 
it’ll be to our joint advantage, that 
both we and the neighbors will like 
it and that it will be a success from 
the very jump. 

If the program's adopted and 

works, as per prediction, it'll be an 
excellent thing to have in opera- 
| tion, even if Herr Hitler's licked, 
leaving him in no position to real- 
ize his undoubted western hemi- 
spherical ambitions, 


If Hitler Wins Abroad— 


And if, by chance, he should win 
on his own side of the Atlantic, the 
Pan-Americas would be economi- 

| cally intrenched against him in ad- 

vance and he’d have an uphill fight 
to break into ’em commercially, 
But if he did become commercially 
formidably established in their 
midst, it generally is accepted as a 
foregone conclusion that he’d ure 
dertake to become so politically 
next. Not only would that be awful 
for us, in the United States, but we 
take it that it would be worse yet 
for the republics south of us. 


That they’ve no wish to be CGer- 
manized is the inference drawn by 
the state department from sever- 
| al recent news items from their di- 
rection. 

Most accounts agree that the 
| Nazis are busier than anywhere 
else in Argentina, under the direc« 
tion of Edmund von Thermann, 
their ambassador in Buenos Aires., 
It's understandable; they have a 
sizable colony and large invests, 
ments there. They’re numerous in 
southern Brazil also, and some 
time ago they became quite ob- 
streperous, but President Vargas 
Squelched ’em summarily and 
they've stayed subdued thus far. The 
Argentinos don’t stand for much 
foolishness, either. During the last 
war, when I lived in Buenos Aires 
myself, the then German ambassa- 
dor became troublesome, and the 
government decided to act. Here 
in the United States, Ambassador 
von Bersdorff, having developed 
into a pest, we sent him home. 
; The Argentinos weren’t as mild as 
that; they marooned their man on 
an island in the Rio de la Plata, 
They haven’t marooned Ambassa- 
dor von Thermann yet, but the 
other day they appointed a group 
of congressional investigators, sim- 
ilar to our Dies committe, to dig 
into undemoeratic activities in 
their midst. 

A little later the Nazis’ flag was 
yanked down from over their con- 
sulate, during an anti-German 
demonstration in Cordoba, 

Next Uruguay opened its wa- 
ters to’Yankee and other western 
hemispherical_warshipping in the 
event of an attack on any of the 
Americas, and urged the rest of 
7em to follow suit. 


Such happenings don’t strike me 
as overly pro-Nazi, despite all the 
propaganda talk.
